The taxpayers of the city will find no | 
fault with the council's decision to modest- 
ly increase the appropriation for oiling 
gravelled streets. If funds were available 


they would approve a much heavier ex- 
penditure than the proposed $10,000 for 
the abatement of the dust nuisance, even | 
if abatement of the nuisance were the only | 
end to be served. 

But we are now told that dust in the 
air is a contributing factor to the spread 
of infantile paralysis. That being the case, 
it is no longer a matter of convenience only 
that the streets be made dustless, but a 
measure of protection against an annually 
recurring menace to the public health. 

Suppressing street dust will therefore 
have to be one of the serious responsibil- 
ities of the city council hereafter, and not | 
merely a question of quieting the clamors | 
and soothing the tempers of indignant 
housewives and shop-keepers. If oiling the 
streets is the anwer to the dust problem, 
this will and should bulk far more largely 
in the annual civic budget than it has 


heretofore. 


Credit Where Due 


The city council did a just as well as 
a graceful thing in declaring that the city’s 
new recreation field shall be known as 
Clarke Stadium. The initiative and persist- 
ence of Ex-Mayor Clarke must be credite 
mainly with the fact that the city has this 
large and well-located playground.

Reports 
show that the Russian detachments were 
just as eager for a showdown. So the fight 
began, growing swiftly from a_ small 
border fracas to a struggle of acute peril 
to the peace of the Pacific—and perhaps 
of Europe. 

Western observers have wondered why 
Japan should tackle Russia at the same 
time as she grapples: with an aroused 
China, and why Russia should have ac- 
cepted the grand assizes of war as the best 
method of dealing with her potent neigh- 


bor. The answer is that both countries 
were dragged into a_ struggle neither 
planned nor premeditated, by a war 


machine for whose actions Japan is ac- 
countable but whose deeds it could not 
control.

Iceland and the Future 

The visit to Winnipeg of a former cabinet 
minister of Iceland, Jonas Jonsson, draws atten- 
tion to the remarkable development of the 
island country in the North Atlantic, and the 
happy contrast between its peaceful isolation and 
the anxieties of the rest of Europe. 

Situated as it is outside of the great steamship 
lanes and with its roots deep in the past, Iceland 
within the next few years may become a stop- 


ping-off place for trans-Atlantic air passengers 
moving between the Old World and the New. 

A writer in the New York Times, Harold 
Butcher, predicts that the summer tourist of the 
near future who is seeking a land where there 
is neither war nor rumor of war will look to- 
ward this lonely island in the Arctic Circle as a 
country where he may rough it a bit, ride 
ponies over grass and lava fields, climb moun- 
tains, fish for salmon and trout, and visit glaciers 
and geysers. 

The airplane, of course, will make this ever 
more likely. But even without the airplane in- 
creasingly large groups of students from Oxford 
and Cambridge universities have been visiting 
Iceland each summer for the past few years. 
They have been attracted there by the geolog- 
ical wonders of the country and the charm of 
its inhabitants. 

In Iceland, claimed by some to be the birth- 
place of Leif Ericsson who discovered America 
in the year 1,000, one moves among an ancient 
people, descendants of the Vikings. Most of 
the 120,000 inhabitants came from Norway, while 
those who came from the British Isles (mostly 
from Scotland, Ireland and the Hebrides) were 
or Norwegian descent. Mr. Butcher describes 
the men as tall, sturdy, courageous, and their 
wives and daughters as comely and strong, in- 
dependent and capable. 

Most Icelanders live either by fishing or 
farming. The farms are remote but hospitable. 
To the travellers they are hostels where one can 
find food and rest and shelter from wind and 
rain. The raising of sheep has always been an 
important industry, and some of the old chief- 
tains used to own very large flocks. Today sheep 
number 656,000 and make up nearly 80 per 
cent of the country’s exports. 

This year Iceland celebrates twenty years 
of independence as a nation. She is united with 
Denmark only in sharing the same king—Christ- 
ian X. “Between 1940 and 1943,” writes Mr. 
Butcher, “she must decide whether she will con- 
tinue this arrangement, become completely in- 


dependent, or, perhaps, join with the British 
Commonwealth of Nations.” 
This is a fascinating suggestion. Without 


maintaining that it is likely to come about, this 
much can be said: the Icelandic people have 
proved one of the finest stocks in Canada and if 
Iceland ever did wish to join the Commonwealth 
it would surely be a welcome acquisition.

ed upon 12 participants in the raid on the Short 
Hills in June. Alexander McLeod, in his “Notes 


of an Exile,” thus gave the sentence of the court: 

“The sentence of this court is that you, Sam- 
uel Chandler, Benjamin Wait, Alexander Mc- 
Leod, James Gemmell, John Grant, Murdock 
McFadden, John James McNulty, David Taylor, 
James Waggoner, Garret Van Camp, John Ver- 
non and George Buck, and each of you, be taken 
to the jail from whence you came and that on 
the 25th day of the present month of August you, 
and each of you, be drawn on a hurdle to the 
place of execution, and that you be there hanged 
by the neck until you are dead. Then your bodies 
are to be quartered and may God have mercy 
on your souls.” 

Linus W. Miller, one of the Americans also 
sentenced that day, declared that several of the 
spectat 
last expression, while many burst into tears, in- 
cluding some of the officers who had the men in 
charge. None of these men, however, was des- 
tined to die upon the gallows. Mrs. Wait and 
Chandler's daughter, raised funds and left at 
once for Quebec to see Lord Durham. They re- 
turned home Aug. 22, believing their mission 
had succeeded, but it was not until 12:30 on the 
25th, just 30 minutes before the hour set for the 
multiple hangings, that official word was re- 
ceived that the men had been respited to Oct. 1. 
Before that date it was announced that all the 
sentences had been commuted to imprisonment 
for life in the penal colony of Van Dieman's 
Land 

That fall the “Patriots” were taken to Liver- 
pool, England, for some months and then to 
Portsmouth, where they were herded with the 
“scum of Britain” in two of the convict ships, 
conditions on which were so vile that out of 240 
on Wait's ship only 105 remained alive at Hobart 
Town. Three of the Canadians, McLeod, Van 
Camp and MeNulty, died soon after arrival there. 
Chandler and Wait, after being given tickets of 
leave, stole a whale boat for a day's fishing and 
after several days hanging about were picked up 
by an American whaler and brought back to 
America, returning to Niagara Falls, N.Y., in 
mid-July, 1842. Gemmell escaped on an Ameri- 
can whaler. Mast of the others, as well as those 
implicated in the Windsor border raids, came 
back by degrees, but some are unaccounted for, 
and it is believed that they made their way to 
the gold fields in Victoria, Australia. 


“Most discriminating seamen and sea lovers 
will agree that Joseph Conrad was the supreme 
interpreter of the minds and lives of the men 
who served the sea in the days of sail. 

“There is no doubt that Conrad also loved the 
Thames. He had no ties there but he deliber- 
ately chose London as his ‘home port’ and lived 
there between voyages. Prior to joining the 
famous passenger and wool clipper Torrens as 
chief officer he was for a short spell the manager 
of a Thameside warehouse, Torrens discharged 
in the London dock and up to comparatively re- 
cent times, Conrad was well remembered by at 
least one of the dock officials on the North Quay.
